Six Per Cent Reduction on Lands for State Tax Only; 


Road and Bridge Tax Same, School Higher. 


The tax rate in the city of Decatur 


:hls year is $9 on the $100 assessed 
raluation, seventy-three cents more 
than last year, when the total tax 
.'ate was JS.27. 


The state lax commission has cer- 


tified to County Clerk Patterson that 
* reduction of 6 per cent on the val- 
uations of lands In Macon county has 
been made by the commission, 
for 


?tate tax only. No change was made 
in lots or personal propeVty. 


WHAT IT MEANS. 


While this reduction 
applies 
to 


state tax only, it has a further and 
:nore Important effect. Under the law 
'.he clerk Is required to compute the 
maximum rate on any tax upon the 
:ax commission figures, so that in all 
:ases wherein the rate 
limit 
was 


levied by the local 
authorities the 


:lerk cnn only 
extend 
an amount 


Bttual to ihat which the limit rate will 
produce when applied 
to the state 


figures. 


For instance, in all towns levying 


the rate limit of 65 cents on local 
valuations for road and bridge pur- 
pose.", the clerk will find that a rate 
of 63 or 64 cents on local values will 
produce .the amount which 66 cents 
on state values would produce, and 
the latter rate will be extended on 
local valuations. 


LIMITS FOR ROADS. 


In the town of Decatur only, such 


reduction of 6 per cent on lands was 
insufficient 
to affect 
the road and 


bridge levy, and 65 cents will be the 
rate in Decatur. 


The school rate in Decatur will ndt 


be affected more than to reduce the 
rate limit from SS.60 to $3.59. 


The state'tax rate certified Is 45 


cents on the $100 assessed valuation. 


BOOKS READY FEB. 1.
